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Kirkstone Pass is the only road from Ambleside to 
Ullswater. It is about three miles long and rises to 1,500 
feet above sea level, but the road is so steep that these 
three miles have acquired the name of the “ struggle.” An 
entry in the visitors’ book at Kirkstone Pass Inn, reads: 

“He surely is an arrant ass, 

Who pays to ride up Kirkstone Pass; 

He’ll find, in spite of all their talking. 

He’ll have to walk and pay for walking.” 
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
